Sierra Madreans breathed easier 
yesterday when big red P.E. cars 
rumbled through the city and the 
regular schedule to Los Angeles 
was resumed. Two cars were 
deadheaded in late Wednesday af¬ 
ternoon to try out the repaired 
bridge over Eaton wash. It was 
badly dammaged during the early 
March storm, necessitating bus 
service between here and San 
Marino junction. 

Many local residents feared the 
railway company would u e the 
damaged bridge as an excuse for 
continuing bus service indefinite¬ 
ly. President Lewis of the Cham¬ 
ber of Commerce was assured by 
the company officials, however, 
that there was no such intention.

Three proposed retarding basins 
to protect the San Fernando and 
San Gabriel Valleys from future 
floods will probably be asked for 
by a Los Angeles county delega¬ 
tion when It arrives in Washing¬ 
ton, D.C., to seek $36,000,000 in 
Federal funds for flood control 
and flood rehabilitation work. 

That is the hope of the Citi¬ 
zens Co-ordinating Committee of 
Fifty, composed of officials from 
as many cities.

Storm Damage In 
The Forest Estimated 
At $1,000,000 

A survey just completed of 
storm damage in the Angeles Na¬ 
tional Forest places the flood lo=s 
at well past the 51 , 000,000 mark, 
according to William V. Menden- 
hali, supervisor of the forest. 

Damage to equipment at San 
Dimas Experimental Forest, 17,- 
000 acre area, represents $250,000 
alone, the report stated. In the 
remainder of the 690,000 acres of 
forest land the loss is estimated 
at $813,000. 

"The picture is pretty black, 
and years will be required to re¬ 
store forest improvements,” the 
report says, adding that "even 
more serious is the loss of thou¬ 
sands of tons of canyon bottom 
soil which cannot be replaced 
within our span of years." 

Damage in this area, aside 
from the San Dimas Experimental 
arae, consists of washed out trails, 
roads, cabins, ranger and guard

The poor people who 
stav will have to pay for it all. 
They had to pay for It the first 
time and will be bled to pav for 
the rebuilding of it all . . . Planes 
flew around us all day . . . every¬ 
body seemed to be moving . . . 
a!! the hospital employees and 
their families had their tdentifl- 
I cation tags and were moving into 
the medical school dormitories . . 
A great many Chinese soldiers 
went by . . . some walking, some 
on shaggy ponies. I suppose that 
| was the begining of the retreat. 

! "Just as we were ready to go 
j down to the hospital the next 
morning we looked out of our 
window and saw five or six sold¬ 
iers of small stature and in khaki 
colored uniforms, well equipped 
and decidedly different looking 
than the Chinese soldiers.
